WE JOSEPH by the Grace of God, elected

of 'Germany, Hungary, Bohemia, Dalmatia, 
Croatia, Sclavonia, &c; Archduke.of Auftria;

T HAT, (as we doubt not all Chriftendom is 
already inform'd by things psft, ) we from the 
very Beginning of our Reign, which by the Death 
of the late moft Serene Prince Lecpold, Emperour 
of the Romans, King of Germany, Hungary &c, 
our Predeceffur and moft dear Father, of bleffed 
and glorious Memory, we acquir’d over the King- 
doms and Provinces by Right belonging to us, ap- 
ply’d our firft Cares and paternal Sollicitude to the 


_ reftoring our beloved Kingdom of Hungary afore- 


faid, involv’d in Troubles by the Fadtions of fome 
of its turbulent Natives, to its former Stare of Tran- 
quility ; and to that end, treading in the Steps of 
our late moft glorious Father, by moft gracious De- 
clarations of Amnefty and Security, ( which were 
promulgated by the deceas’d Cardinal Collonicz 
then Archbifhop of Gran, and Primate of Hungary, 
with Refpect to the reverend Clergy; and by the 
illuftrious Prince of the holy Roman Empire, Paul 
Efzroras, Palatine of our Kingdom of Hungary, 
and our Roval Lieutenant, whofe Office it was, 
with Refpect to the other States and Orders of the 
Kingdom; and tranfmitted to rhe faid Srares and 
Orders; } we did with parernal Affecticn invite all

our (aid bletfed Father had done, declare we would 
accept and make Ufe of ‘the Mediation of the moft 
ferene Queen of Great Brirain, and of, the Lords. 
the States General. of the united Netherlands:' 
Moreover, the faid Mediators interpofing their good. 
Offices with our Royal Mijefty, we'to evince thy 


ince the: 


Sincetity of our Royal PropenGty and Intention to 
reftore the Tranquility of our faid Kingdom of 
Huogary, did with Clemency and Moderation 
condefcend to the fetting on foota Treaty of Pa- 
cification, and to that end deputed Commiifionets 
with fui: Powers ; and having receiv’d the Demands 
of the * Malecontents we return’d. an Anfwer that 
was not only conformable to the Laws of the King- 
dom, and congruous to the Royal Majefty, but fa- 
vourable alfo; and in the Confidence which on the 
Affurance given us by the laudable Mediators, 
(namely that the Maleconrents were truly and fin- 
cerely difpos'd to a Negociation of Peace,) we had 
entertain'd, we waited for their Reply thereun- 
to. ; 
But, (as we judge ‘tis no lefs known to the World) 
the faid Malecontents, abufing our gracious Inclina- 
tion to Peace and Condefe:nfon toa ireaty, and 
our Promife to call {peedily a geveral Diet of the 
Kingdom for regulating what could not be intirely 
Settled in the Treaty, would not explain themfelves 
by any further Reply; but betaking themfelves to 
impious and unjuft Arms, proceeded in their perfi- 
dious Sedition io that Height of Audacion{nefs, thar 
in their execrable Conventicle, or factious Congrefs 
at Onod, the firft thing they did, leaft any of the 
Hungarians who had engag’d in their Party, ( fome 
voluntarily, but more conftrain’d by Force and Fear, ) 
and were come thither under the Security of Pafs- 
ports, fhould dare to oppofe their mad Defign, and 
differ from them in Opinion, was, arbirrarily to 
take upon them to curb their Tongues and reftrain 
all Freedom of voting, by terrifying them with 
a fevere and tragical Example: For, in Violation 
of all the Rights of Nations, and efpecially of the 
Laws of their own Country and of the principal 
Prerogative of the Nobility, ( for the reftoring of 
whith they falfely boaft to have taken up Arms, ) 
they did in an unheard of manner, tumultuonfly, 
outragioufly, and with downright Force, fall upon 
the Deputies of the Counties, and particularly on 
thofe of Turocz; even the very Chiefs themfelves 
and Ringleaders of the Sedition, did with their 
own Hands butcher them, and refus’d Chriftian 
Burial to their mangled Bodies, glorying in the Ex- 
ercife of tyrannical Dominion over thofe who were 
their Equals, not Subjects or Mercenaries ; and thus 
having wrought upon the reft, who were frighted 
and aftonifh’d with the dreadful Spectacle of the 
Slaughter of their fellow-Members, to joyn with 
them whether they were willing or not, in their per- 
verfe Defigns, and compell’d them to hold up as it 
were their vanquith'd Hands to whatfoever they 
fhould propofe, they took Occafion to difgorge the
